N'ay) wo lee! compelled to nd- 
mit that tbe Qoverninoi t has been sin- 
golarly saceeBstol in this rtispect, No 
donbt in the Supplementary Estimatas 
joBtice will be done iu the two eicop- 
tional oaeos udveriod to ; aud, ehoulJ 
that be done, tho (xovernmect will have 
good cauBO to cODgratolato itsolt upon 
tho appropriations for 1872, The 
COBO ot Victoria is one prcseniing peoa- 
liar bardehip and difQoult; ; aud, as it 
appears to as, tbe great mietako was 
committed by tbeHouse in voting down 
MrBoaven's Bill to reioaBO tho city 
Trades Licenses rovonno from tbe 
gra^p of tbo Provincial Government. 
Vioioria, as tbe reader will know, is an 
incorporated city, mid its people con- 
tribnle Eomo §12 000, n year lor mani- 
cipal purpoBCB, wLile they arc, at tho 
same time, called upou to contribute 
their full sbaie towaidu tho Pfovinoial 
revenue, — tbe Provincial revoeoe from 
Trades Licenses alone amonnting to 
some §18,000. Tbo proposition of Mr 
SeaTea was that tho oily Trades Li* 
censea eboald be burreodorod to tbe 
municipal government for local pnrpcses, 
Tne prepositiun was not, nnroasonublo; 
the principle involved was not new. In 
truth it ie precieely ibat carried OQt in 
tbe other Provinces. The BOrrender of 
tbece revenaefi having been relosod, 
this oommoni>y at once became CQiit. 
led to its lair share of pnblio expsnditore 
Ab one-tbird of the white population of 
the entire Province, we k'ave it to the 
reader to say what that Bbar« 
would araonnt to. lis share of tbo 
par capiia sutaidy aloce would amoont lo 
816,000.
